THE General Aflbciation ef theftate of Connecticut, impreff- 
ed with the obligation on all the friends of Chriftianity to 
propagate a knowledge of its gracious and holy doctrines, alfo en- 
couraged by the late zealous exertions for this end, in fundry Chrif- 
tian bodies, cannot but hope the time is near in which God will 
fpread his truth through the earth. They alfo confider it a thing o 
great importance, that fome charitable afliftance be extended to new 
Chriftian fettlements in various parts of the United States. The 
falvation of chefe fouls is precious. The happineis of the rifing 
generation and the order and ftability of civil government are rao& 
effectually advanced by the difFufion of religious and moral fenti- 
ments, through the preaching of the gofpel. In deep feeling of 
thefe truths, having by prayer fought the direction of God, in the 
fear of his great name, they have adopted the following CONSTITU- 
U.ION of a MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 



Article i. This fociety fhall be known by the name of The Mif- 
Jionary Society of Connecticut. 

Art. 2. The General Aflbciation of the ftate of Connecticut 
fhall be the faid Miffionary Society. 

Art. 3. The General Aflbciation mail annually, by ballot, ap 
point twelve truftees, whereof fix. /hall be clergymen and fix. /hall 



be brethren of our Churches, who fhali conducl: tlie bufmefs of our 
fociety in the manner hereafter defcribed. 

Art. 4. The objecl of this fociety (hall be to chriflianize the Hea- 
then in North America, and to fupport and promote Chriftian 
knowledge in the new fettlements, within the United States ; and 
both fhall be purfued as circumftances fliall point out, and as the 
Truftees, under the fuperintendence of the General Affociation, 
fliall diredt. 

Art. 5. The General Affociation and the Truftees fliall adopt 
fuch meafures, from time to time, for raifing funds, as they {hall 
judge to be expedient. 

Art. 6. The Truftees fliall have power to apply the funds of the 
fociety, according to their difcretion, in all cafes in which they 
fliall not be limited by the General Affociation, or by the donors : 
They fliall correfpond with other Miffionary Societies ; fliall have 
power to appoint and difmifs Miflionaries ; to pay them ; and gen- 
erally to tranfaft all bufmefs neceffary to attain the ends of the fo- 
ciety : And fliall be paid their neceflary expenfes, but nothing for 
their fervices. 

Art. 7. The Truftees fliall annually appoint a Secretary, who 
fliall keep a fair account of their proceedings. They fliall alfo ?p- 
point a Chairman, who with four of the Truftees fliall be a quorum 
to tranfadi bufinefs. Or if the ftated Chairman fliall not be prefent, 
any feven of the Truftees fliall be a quorum. 

Art. 8. The Chairman fliall have power to call a meeting of the 
Truftees, at his difcretion, by letters left with them, or at the 
jhoufes of their refidence : And it fliall be his duty to call fuch 
meeting whenever requefted by any two of the Truftees. And 
in cafe of the death of the Chairman, or of his abfence from 
the State, any two Truftees are hereby empowered to call a 
meeting. 

Art. 9. The General Affociation fliall annually appoint a Treaf- 
urer and an Auditor of accounts j and the Treafurer fliall exhibit, 
bqth to the General Affociation and to the Truftees, the ftate of 
the treafury, whenever he fliall be called on for that purpofe. 

Art. 10. The Truftees fliall annually exhibit to the General Af- 
fociation a particular account of the Miffionaries employed by them 
= of places to which they are fent of the millions of the ftate 
of the funds of the receipts and expenditures and of whatever 
relating to this inftitution the General Affociation fhall require. 



Art. ii. The Truftees, and all the officers of thisfociety, mall 
enter on their refpe<3ive offices on the firft Wednefday of Septem- 
ber, annually; and 'fhall continue in office for one year. 

Art. 12. The Truftees fhall hold their firft meeting at the Siate- 
Houfe in Hartford, oh the firft Wedncfday of September next, at 
1 1 o'clock, A. M. and in every year thereafter, they fhall meet at 
the fame time and place, unlefs otherwife ordered by the General 
AfTociation. 

Art. 13. If on experience it fhall be found necefTary to alter this 
conftitution, an alteration may be made by the General Affbciation, 
at their ftated feffion ; but not without having been drawn up in writ- 
ing and lying under confideration one year ; nor unlefs at leaft two 
thirds of all the members of the General AfTociation fhall adopt 
laid alteration.

AN ADDRESS 

FROM THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES, TO THE 
PEOPLE OF THE STATE, 

AND 

A NARRATIVE 

ON THE SUBJECT OF MISSIONS. 

TO thofe who have any fenfe of the bleffings of the gofpel of 
peace and falvation, it muft appear an objedl of importance 
to diffufe a knowledge of thefe bleffings, among fuch as are deftitute 
of it, as well as to preferve it alive in the minds of thofe who have 
received their birth and early impreffions in a land of gofpel light. 
This confederation has given rife to many focieties, in various parts 
of the Chriflian world, whofe object has been either to propagate 
Chriftianity among Heathen nations, or to continue a knowledge 
of it where it had once been enjoyed. 

For exertions in both thefe refpefts, the United States of A- 
merica have long prefented a widely extended field. Within their 
limits are many tribes of favages, who are ftill enveloped in the 
grofleft darknefs with regard to religion ; and as the Aborigines re- 
cede farther weftward and northward, new fettlements of civilized 
inhabitants are continually forming. The people who form thefe 
fettlements, from the fmallnefs of their numbers at firft, and from 
other circumftances peculiar to plantations newly fettled, muft ne- 
cefTarily, for a time, remain deftitute of the ftated preaching of the 
gofpel and adminiftration of Chriftian ordinances ; and unlefs Mif- 
fionaries are fent among them, there is danger of their lofing, by 
degrees, a knowledge of the principles and a regard for the precepts 
of Chriftianity. 

Imprefled with thefe ideas, the Clergy, as well as many other 
people of the ftate of Connecticut, have, from time to time, turned 
their attention to this fubjedr, and endeavored to form plans for fend- 
ing Miffionaries to the new fettlements, in the northern and weftern 
parts of the United States. The General Aflbciation of the ftate, 
in the year 1792, petitioned the Legiflature for a contribution 
throughout the ftate, for the purpofe of fupporting Miffionaries. 
The petition was granted, and there was a contribution for three 
years fucceflively. Confiderable fums of money were raifed, and a 
number of Miffionaries annually appointed by the General Aflbcia- 
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tion. Extracts from the journals of thefe Miffionaries were pub- 
lifhed, in the years 1794, i?95> and 1797, and difperfed through 
the (late. From thefe extracts it appears, that the plan was pro- 
ductive of great good, and the General Affociation and other friends 
of Zion were not willing to relinquifh an object which had fo favor- 
able an afpect on the interefls of the Redeemer's kingdom. 

The period for v/hich contributions were granted having expired, 
and the money having been nearly expended, the General Affocia- 
tion, at their feffion in June 1 797, formed an addrefs, which, with 
a number of extracts on the fubject of Millions, was printed and dif- 
perfed among the people of the ftate, with a view of calling their 
attention to the fubject ; both as it refpected the fending of Miffion- 
aries to the new fettlements, and the propagating, of the gofpel 
among the Indian tribes. Further to promote the fame object, the 
General Affociation, in June 1798, formed themfelves into a Mif- 
fionary Society, and again addreffed the people foliciting their char- 
itable contributions for the fupport of Miffions. 

Application was again made to the General Affemblyfor a con- 
tribution ; and at their Seffion in October 1798, theypaffeda refolve 
authorizing contributions in the feveral eccleliaftical focieties in the 
ftate, for three years iucceffively, and directing the monies which 
fhould be contributed to be appropriated by the Truftees of the Mif- 
fionary Society of Connecticut, in promoting the objects for which 
laid Society was inftituted. 

The Truftees, chofen by the Society, entered on the bufinefs 
committed to them, in September 1798. Finding that a number 
of Miffionaries had been appointed, for that year, by the General 
Affociation, they then made no additional appointments. At their 
meetings fince that time, the following Miffionaries have been ap- 
pointed (viz.) the Rev. Aaron Kinne, the Rev. Seth Willifton, 
Mr. Jedidiah Bufhnell, Mr. Salmon King, and Mr. Amafa Jerome, 
to continue during the pleafure of the Board ; and alfo Mr. Sylvef- 
ter Dana, the Rev. Mofes C. Welch, and Mr. Marfhfield Steele, 
each for a term of four months. 

Meff'rs. Wiliifton, Bumnell, King and Jerome are defignated 
to the counties of Onondaga, Cayuga, Ontario, Stuben and Tioga, 
in the ftate of New- York. The three firft have for feveral months 
been engaged on their Miffions. Mr. Jerome, having been recently 
appointed, has not yet entered on his Miffion. 

Mr. Kinne and Mr. Dana are now laboring in the vacant fettle- 
ments weft of Lake George and Lake Champlain. 

Mr. Welch and Mr. Steele are appointed to the four northern- 
moft counties of the State of Vermont, the one to go the eaft and 
the other the weft fide of the Green Mountains. Thefe were re- 
cently chofen, and it is not known whether they will accept the ap- 
pointment, 



Proviiion is alfo made for the appointment of a Miflionary to go 
into the fouthern part of the counties of Delaware and Tioga, in 
the ftate of New- York, and the tract of country called Sufquehan- 
nah in the ftate of Pennfylvania. 

At the prefent feffion of the Board of Truftees, Mr. Jedidiah 
BufhnelJ, one of the above named Miflionaries, appeared before the 
Board, in compliance with a vote pafled at their laft feffion, with a 
view of receiving ordination. Having examined him with refpeft 
to his acquaintance with the doctrines of Chriftianity, his belief in 
thofe doctrines, his ability to teach them to others, his experimen- 
tal acquaintance with the truth, and his views in entering on the work 
of the miniftry, and gaining fall fatisfaction on thefe points, the 
Truftees voted to feparate him to that work, and he was accordingly 
ordained at the North Prefbyterian Meeting-Houfe in Hartford, Jan- 
uary 1 5th, 1800. The folemnity of ordination was performed by the 
following perfons. The Rev. George Colton made the introducto- 
ry prayer, the Rev. Cyprian Strong preached.the fermon, the Rev. 
Benjamin Trumbull D. D. made the confecratung prayer, the Rev. 
Nathan Williams D. D. gave the charge, the Rev. Charles Back- 
us gave the right hand of Fellowfhip, and the Rev. Abel Flint made 
the concluding prayer. 

From the liberal fubfcriptions and contributions of the people of 
the ftate, the Truftees flatter themfelves that they fhall be able to 
fupply the vacant fettlements with more Miflionary labors than they 
have been fupplied with in paft years. And with a view of further 
promoting the object of the inftitution, they have appropriated one 
hundred dollars of the funds of the focietyfor the purchafe of books 
for religious inftruction, to be diftributed, at the difcretion of the 
Miflionaries, to congregations, families and individuals in the new 
fettlements. 

While they are happy in advancing the views of the fociety and 
of thofe who have generoufly contributed to its funds, as well as of 
the Legiflature in authorizing contributions, relative to their breth- 
ren ia the new fettlements, they are not unmindfiil of the other ob- 
ject of the inftitution, the chriftianizing of the Heathen. They 
have made fome progrefs in acquiring the neceffary information on 
that difficult and important fubject, but have not been able, as yet, to 
mature a plan which affords a realbnable profpect of fuccefs. As foon 
AS they (hall fee a door opened for an effort to diffufe the knowledge 
of Chriftianity among the Indians, and fhall have difcovered the pro- 
per means to effect it, they will employ the moft zealous exertions 
to promote the beft interefts of thofe unhappy people, in fpreading 
among them the favor of the Redeemer's name. 

The following accounts of the labors of Miflionaries, and extracts 
from their narratives, while they manifeft the zeal and engagednefs 
of the Miflionaries, will ferve to convince thofe who have generouf- 
ly contributed to the fupport of Millions, that the money thus beftow- 
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ed, has, under the bleffing of Heaves, fubferved a moft valuable 
purp.ofe ; and, it is hoped, will induce them to contribute ilill more 
abundantly in future. 

The Rev. Amos Baffett commenced his Miffien in Auguft 1798. 
He viiited the vacant fettlements in the counties of Orange, Cale- 
donia and Effex, in the (late of Vermont, and alfo the fettlements 
in the ftate of New-Hampfhire, adjoining Connecticut river. In 
feveral places in Vermont he found a more than ordinary attention 
to religion. He was univerfally received with cordiality, and treat- 
ed in a manner which evinced that the inhabitants were pleafed with 
having Miilionaries come among them. In the clofe of his narra- 
tive he remarks, that " the good effects of the labors of former 
" Miffionaries were perceivable ; that they ferved to keep alive, in 
" the minds of the people, a fenfe of the benefit of religious order, 
" and to lead them, as they became able, to make arrangements for 
" its permanent fupport." 

In Auguft 1798, the Rev. Mefs'rs Alexander Gillet and Publi- 
us V. Booge commenced a tour of about eight weeks in the coun- 
ties of Rutland, Addifon, Chittenden, Caledonia, Orleans and 
Franklin, in the ftate of Vermont, where they had alfo been the 
preceding year. They fometimes travelled in company, and fome- 
times feparately, appointing lectures, &c. for each other. The fol- 
Jowing remarks are extracted from their narratives. Mr. Gillet ob~ 
ferves, " In my tour I travelled towards 700 miles ; preached a- 
" bout fifty times ; baptized ten children ; attended one Aflbciation 
" and one Council, and was abfent feven weeks and five days. It 
" is with much fatisfaction I remark, that the profpect of doing 
" good to the new fettlements increafes. My reception appeared 
" more cordial in general among them than lart year. They are 
" more attentive to lectures. They feem more imprefled with a 
" fenfe of the benevolent exertions of the good people of Connedt- 
" icut, in making provifion to fend Miffionaries among them. It 
" forces on them at leaft fome thoughts of making provifion for the 
" fupport of the gofpel. Infidelity is lefs bold than Jaft year." 

Mr. Booge, in the conclufion of his narrative, fays, " I fpent 
<; forty-five days in the new fettlements ; preached fifty-four times ; 
' attended one council ; baptized feven children, and adminiftered 
(t the facrament of the Lord's flipper once. Am happy to fay, 
" that I was treated in ail places where I went with tokens of grate- 
*' ful refpect. The people gladly took pains andfubmitted to many 
" inconveniences for the fake of getting together to hear preach- 
" ing. And I think, making a comparifon between laft year and 
" this, the religious appearances grow rmsch more favorable and 
" promifing. The people appear to be more imprefled with a fenfe 
" of the neceffity of iupporting religious order, befides fome fpecial 
" attention in a number of places. The people are particularly thank- 
"' ful to Connedticut for fending them Miffionaries; but many of them 
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would be more obliged if we could fend them a number of weli 
" recommended candidates to fettle among them. The fcarcity of 
" candidates is to be lamented ; they would meet with very good 
" encouiagement in many of the new towns, and be of fmgular 
** fervice to the caufe of truth." 

In the fall of the year 1798, the Rev. Walter King performed 
a miffionary tour of about two months, in the counties of Chenan- 
go and Tioga, ftate of New- York. He vifited a number of fettle- 
ments, preached about forty times, and was in general very favora- 
bly received. He remarks, " While I have been a preacher, never 
" did I enjoy a feafon, in fo fhort a time, of fo much Chriftian fat- 
" isfaclion, or fo high a. probability of being really ufeful to the 
" fouls of men. The importance of the undertaking has increafed 
* : unfpeakably in my view, and no properly directed efforts, in con- 
" tinning and enlarging our Millions, can poflibly exceed our duty." 

The Rev. Seth Willifton was appointed by the General Affocia- 
tion, at their feffion in June 1798, to perform a tour of four months, 
particularly in the county of Onondaga, ftate of New- York. In 
this county he labored from about the firft of September to the end 
of the year, occafionally however going into the counties of Che- 
nango and Tioga. He preached and attended conferences from, 
day to day ; vifited the fick ; baptized children, and adminiftered 
the Lord's fupper. He obferves, " I have been accepted and 
fe treated with much hofpitality. In general good attention has 
" been paid to my public adminiftrations ; though as yet I have 
** feen no great apparent fruit of my labors. I believe there are 
" fome Chriftians fcattered through all thefe new fettlements ; but 
" at prefent it is a remarkably dead time with them.* I have found 
*' that children are very much neglected as to their religious and 
" literary education. It has been therefore with roe a principal ob- 
* { jeft to enforce the duty of parental faithful nefs, in training up 
" children " in the nurture and admonition of the Lord." There 
*' are but few churches in the county, and no ftated minifters of our 
" order. There is a great want of fome able, pious, zealous mea 
*' to fix down in different parts of the county, as minifters of the 
" gofpel. Three or four fuch might be extenfively ufeful. We 
" are afraid to eftablifh Churches, while there are no fliepherds 
" within call to feed and lead them. There is alfo a great want of 
*' pious books among the people ; and I think the Miffionary Soci- 
*< eties would lay out fome of their money to good advantage in 
** fending fuch books among the new fettlements." 

Mr.. Willifton, after having finifhed th'is tour, went into the coun- 
ty of Ontario, in puriuance of an appointment which he received 
from the Board of Truftees. Here he continued four months, con-

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fining his labors to a few places, where there was a great revival 
of religion, and the people extremely anxious to hear the word, 
and to ccmverfe on religious fubjedts. It appears from Mr. W511i 
ton's narrative, that he preached almofl every day, and often to nu- 
merous aflemblies ; he baptized feveral children ; occafiona'ly ad- 
miniitered the Lord's fupper, and ad muted a number of perfons 
into the Churches which had been eftablifhed in that part of the 
country. He was received with a joyful welcome, and the inhabi- 
tants expreffed much thankfulnefs to the Miflionary Society and to 
the people of Connecticut, for their liberality in contributing to the 
fupport of Millions. 

Having accomplifhed thefe two Minions, Mr. Willifton entered 
on a third. A narrative of ten weeks of this Million has been re- 
ceived, from which it appears, that he fpent his time chiefly in the 
counties of Onondagaand Cayuga. In thetownfhip of Locke, he 
affilted in the organization of a Church upon the Congregational 
plan ; and here as well as in other places he adminirtered the Chrif- 
tian ordinances. He mentions revivals of religion in feveial towns, 
and remarks that in this as well as in his former Millions he was re- 
ceived and treated in a manner which evinced the gratitude of the 
people, and their high fatisfadlion in being vifited by Millenaries 
from Connecticut. 

Mr. Bufhnell entered on a Million, the flrft of July lair, in the 
county of Ontario, one of the weftern counties in the /late of New- 
York. There being a great revival in that county, efpecially in the 
towns of Bloomheld and Briftol, he fpent the molt of his time 
there till November, when he came into the counties of Cayuga 
and Onondaga, where he laboied to the end of the year, preach- 
ing almoft every day and vifiting from houfe to houfe. In thefe 
counties he found a number of fettlements where God appeared to 
be beginning a glorious work, and there were many pleafing fymp- 
toms of a revival. In mo/1 places where he preached he was treat- 
ed with kindnefs, and the people manifested a. great difpofition to 
hear the word. The following remarks, taken from the conclufion 
of his journal, will fhow the reception he met with and the general 
flate of religion in the counties within the iield of his Miffion. 

" I have fpent moil of the time, fince I entered upon my Miffion 
" in the county of Ontario. In that county God has been pleafed 
*' to pour down his fpirit, in a remarkable manner. The religious 
'* attention began fome more than a year ago, in the town of Brif- 
" tol. It foon fpread in a number of focieties in the town of 
" BloomSeld. The work increafed gradually through the winter. 
' But in the Ipringand fummer following, God made a more v/on- 
' derful difplay of divine power and grace, in the converlion of 
'' finners. It was truly a glorious time ; many people, it is be- 
" lieved, will remember it forever. Through the whole awaken- 
^ ing the moil evident marks have appeared that the work was. 



" God's work. The convictions of flnners have been regular, fol- 
" envn and pungent ; their converfions calm, rational and heaven- 
" ly. Two focieties in the town of Briftol and three in the town 
" of Bloomfield have been the mod highly favored with the blefled 
" effufions of the Holy Spirit ; though the neighboring focieties 
" have Paared considerably in the fruits of the glorious harveft. 
" And in my laft tour over the county individuals appeared awak- 
" ened in moft places. Five Churches have been formed in the 
" county of Ontario, the year paft ; alfo great additions have 
" been made to a number of Churches previoufly organized. In 
" fome of the other weftern counties appearances are promHing. 
" Audiences are frequently numerous, and the attention folemn. 

" But, notwithftanding fome parts of the wildernefs have, of 
" late, appeared to bloffom like the rofe, there are many places 
" where the inhabitants are truly in a deplorable fituation. They 
" are perifhing in darknefs. It is not uncommon for Miffionaries 
" to p/each where the people have not heard a fermon for twelve 
" months. Their deftitute fituation is truly affecting.- The treat- 
*' ment of the people, in the new fettlements, to my perfon has 
" been kind and obliging. They exprefled great gratitude to the 
i: Truftees of the Miffionary Society of Connecticut, and to thofe 
" who have benevolently contributed to the fupport of Miffionaries. 
" Many of them v/ith flowing tears requefted their thanks might be 
" given to their benefactors, praying that Heaven would reward 
*.' them a thoufand fold into their bofoms." 

From fundry paragraphs in the journals of the Miffionaries it ap- 
pears, that in moft places which they vifited they were very kindly 
received. The people were abundant in their expreffions of grati- 
tude to them and to the inhabitants of Connecticut, who had thus 
generoufly contributed to promote their beft interefts. Letters have 
alfo been received from the inhabitants of feveral towns expreffing 
great thankfulnefs for the exertions made in this part of the country 
to fend Miffionaries among them. They aflc the continuance of 
thefe favors, and in very moving language folicit their brethren and 
it friends in Connecticut to compaffionate their deftitute fituation, and 
to afford them that relief which, under the bleffing of Heaven, may 
not only promote their temporal happinefs, but what is of infinitely 
more confequence, fubferve the interefts of their immortal fouls. 

It further appears, by letters recently received from the Rev. 
Mr. Willifton, and by verbal information from Mr. Bufhnell, that 
the inhabitants of the new fettlements, efpecially in various places, 
Avere never fo anxious to hear the gofpel as they are at prefent. 
The happy effedls of the word have never before been fo apparent. 
r | True Chriftians, who are fcattered in one place and another, appear 
I to have had frefh anointings of the Spirit, and to have been, in an 
| uncommon manner, ftirred up to pray for themfelves and the prof- 
; ] perity of Zion : and have determined to form themfelves, in places, 



where they had not done it before, into diftinc"t Churches, for the 
celebration of the divine ordinances. Sinners have been awakened 
and apparently converted to God. The great enquiry, " What 
rmift we do to be favcd ?" appears to be moft happily Ipreading. The 
fcce(s of the Millions, in none of the preceding years, has ap- 
peared fo great, as in the two Jaft, nor the profpects of their effen- 
tial fervice-to the fouls of men, and to the general welfare of the 
country, fo very flattering. The Truftees are exceedingly animated 
by the profpecls which prefent themfelves. Their conviction of the 
importance and utility of the Millions, efpecially at the prefent time, 
is daily increafing. In the happy effects of them they feel them- 
feives amply compenfated for whatever labors or expenfe of time 
they are called to employ in the affairs of their appointment. 

In thefe views and feelings, they cannot perfuade themfelves to 
clofe this addrefs without obierving, that God appears to be doing 
wonderful things for Zion in various parts of the world. Though 
fome of the nations of Europe have almoft wholly renounced Chrif- 
tianity, and although infidelity has of late been peculiarly bold and 
daring, yet God is manifesting that his word fhall fland firm, and 
that the gates of Hell mall not be fuffered to prevail againft his 
Church. During the laft and the preceding year, the Holy Spirit 
lias been poured out, in copious effufions, on many places, and 
ihere has been a more general revival of religion than has been 
known in this country for upwards of half a century. From the 
ilatement already made it appears, that this glorious work has not 
been limited to New-England, but has extended to many places in 
the new fettlements, and there are pleating profpecls of its flill fur- 
ther Ipreading. This circumilance, it is prefumed, will operate as 
an additional motive to augment the contributions the enfuing fpring ; 
that thofe who now, in a very peculiar manner, feel the importance 
of religious initruclion may be furnifhed with the means of obtain- 
ing that which they fo ardently wifti. 

And while God is thus remarkably pouring out his Spirit on the 
people of this country, it is a circumftance to be noticed with grate- 
ful praife to the great Head of the Church that the endeavors of the 
friends of Zion in Europe have been crowned with fingular fuccefs. 
Millenaries have been fent to the unenlightened inhabitants of Africa, 
the Eaft-Indies, and the I/lands in the South Seas. Thefe Miffion- 
aries have been favorably received, and there are ftrong grounds to 
hope that God, in fulfilment of ancient prophecies, is about to give 
to his Son the Heathen for his inheritance, and the uttermoft parts 
of the earth for his pofieffion. 

The Truftees conceive nothing can be more animating to the ex- 
ertions and prayers of good people than thefe appearances that the 
fet time to favor Zion is commencing ; that God is about to build her 
up and appear in his glory. Can any thing be more defirable or hon- 
orable (has to be co-workers with him ? Firft in charity, in prayers, 



and in exertions in carrying into execution fuch benevolent and glo- 
rious defigns ! What happinefs muit it afford the pious and benevo- 
lent, by means of their charitable contributions, to be preaching the 
gofpel, gathering regular Churches, adminiftering the facraments, dif- 
tributing books of piety and inftruction, diffufing Chriftian knowl- 
edge, and promoting domeftic, civil and religious order and happi- 
nefs among the inhabitants who ate fpread over a. tract of country 
nearly as extenlive as all New-England ? To be gladdening the 
hearts of multitudes of fellow Chriftians, in the wildernefs, with 
the joyful tidings of falvation, and to be opening the door of faith 
and hope to the perifhing Pagans of America ? To be the means of 
preferving the knowledge and reverence of the fcriptures- of the 
fanctification of the fabbath, and the afcending of the incenfe of prayer 
and praife from thoufands of families with a fragrance more fweet 
and acceptable to the throne of Heaven, than that of the morning 
and evening facrifice, where otherwife the fcriptures, the fabbath, 
devotion and the Saviour would be either difregarded or unknown ? 
Were itpoflible for the people of the ftate to conceive what joy and 
gratitude have been excited, and what abundance of thankfgiving 
and prayers have been offered to the Moft High, in confequence of 
their part charitable affiftance, their very hearts would certainly be 
moved. While they reflect that the Lard Jefus Chrift, though he 
was rich for their fakes became poor, while they experience the fweet- 
nefs of his love, and hope through his poverty 10 be made rich, it 
will not fail ftill further to excite their liberality in promoting the 
divine purpofes for which he fuffered and died. It will not efcape 
their reflection, that the widow's mite and the cup of cold water 
given to fuch as belong to Chrift, will be brought into remembrance 
and be rewarded in the prefenceof the aflembled univerfe : That 
when the judge mail fay unto his people, " Come, ye blefTed of my 
father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you," he will proclaim, 
" Verily, inafrnuch as ye have done it unto one of the leaft of thefe 
my brethren, ye have done it unto me." In thefe animating prof- 
pects it is prefumed that their contributions will be liberal, in fome 
happy meafure proportionate to the great and benevolent objects in 
contemplation. 

Finally, while they folicitthe charity of their brethren, the Truf- 
tees intreat them with their alms to unite their moft fervent prayers 
ior the divine fmiles on all the Miffionary Societies in Europe and 
America ; and efpecially, as the harveft in this country is great, be- 
yond all former precedent, that God would grant the plentiful ef- 
fufions of his Spirit on all our churches, colleges and fchools, and 
gracioufly qualify and fend forth laborers into his harveft.

IN addition to the difburfements already made by the Truftees, 
there is due to the Miffionaries now engaged, for their fervices to the 
prefent time, about 300 Dollars ; and before the time of the next 
contribution, there will be wanted, to pay Mifllonaries and other 
demands again ft the Society, the further fum of about 800 Dollars. 

The Truftees, at their meeting in May laft, dire&ed the Treaf- 
urer to loan, on good fecurity, the money belonging to the Society, 
being careful to do it on fuch terms as to be able to anfwer the de- 
mands which may be made from time to time upon the Society. 

At the fame time the Truftees voted, That fubfcription books 
fhould be opened at the Treafurer's Office and in each county town 
in the ftate, under the direction of fuch perfons as the Treafurer 
fhould appoint, to give opportunity to thofe who may be difpofed to 
fubfcribe to the funds of the Society, defignating whether the money 
fubfcribed is to be appropriated at the difcretion of the Truftees, or 
to go to the eftablifliment of a fund the intereft of which only to 
be thus appropriated. 

In conformity to this vote, the following perfons are appointed 
and furnifhed with fubfcription books, (viz.) Mr. Jeremiah Atiua- 
tei; Merchant, New-Haven, Caff. Richard Douglafs, New-London,

To this ftatement of the Funds of the Society, the Truftees fur- 
ther add, that the Rev. Daft.

No. i. 

ExtraS of a Letter fromfundry Inhabitants of Mtddkfowni Ontario 
County , dated Nov. 5, 1799- 

K WE feel it to be not only our duty but alfb our defire, and 
we believe we exprefs, however feebly, the real fentiments of ma- 
ny pious people and new converts to Chriftianity, who, by the 
Providence of Almighty God, have been led to inhabit thefe fo 
lately favage wilds, when we affectionately prefent to the Truftees 
of the Miffionary Society of Connecticut a tribute of gratitude for 
the kind and gofpel Miffion they have, this feafon, fo pioufly and 
benevolently appointed to the new fettlements in the northern and 
weftern parts of the United States. Nor are we unmindful of our 
brethren in general who have fo benevolently coutributed to defray 
the expenfes of this Miffion. By a bleffing on their induftry, and 
a more abundant enjoyment of gofpel peace, may they realize* that 
giving to the poor is lending to the Lord. 

" We hope you will join with us in giving thanks to the Lord 
our God, that we are led to rejoice, in a charitable belief, that in 
the courfe of a few months, it hath pleafed the Lord, through the 
inftrumentality of yours and Jefus' Miffionaries, and by a merciful 
effufion of his divine fpirit to make the wildernefs to bud and blof- 
fom as the rofe, to proclaim liberty to the captive, and to give reft 
to the weary and heavy laden ; fo that our country has become vo- 
cal with the high praifes of our God. 

" From the rapid fettlement of this country, a rapidity we believe 
fcarcely equalled by your conceptions, there are many towns and pla- 
ces among us entirely cleftitute of the preaching of the gofpel or but

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very partially fupplied ; a confederation of this may fuggeft many 
forrows to your pious hearts. 'The harveft is great, but the laborers 
are few : Pray ye, therefore, the Lord of the harvejl that he would 
fend forth laborers into the harvefl. Brethren, pray for us ; and let 
our prayers, for the profperity of Zion, unitedly afcend to the fa- 
ther of our fpirits from whom cometh down tyery good and perfeft 
gift."

SxiraS of a Letter from the Truflees of thejirjlfociety in Sciflo y da- 
ted Dec. 26, 1799- 

" BELOVED FRIENDS AND BRETHREN, 

" WE return you our moft fincere and unfeigned thanks for 
the love and generofity you have, for years paft, fhown us in thefe 
weftern frontiers by fending faithful and worthy Miffionaries to pub- 
lifli the glad tidings of falvation, in this once folitary wildernefs, 
and that you ftill are making provifion to continue fiich a glorious 
bleffing to us unworthy creatures. May Heaven's bleffing reft upon 
you while you are making fuch glorious attempts to advance Chrift's 
kingdom and intereft in thefe new plantations. 

" We have the greateft reafon to blefs God that he has put it in- 
to the hearts of Chriftians in one part and another of America to 
fend Miffionaries among us. We feel ourfelves in duty bound to 
pray for abfent Chriftian friends ; as we wifh them to pray for us, 
that God would unite us together in the moft holy faith, and in his 
own time and way fend us a paftor after his own heart, to lead and 
inftruct us in the way of our duty. We can with pleafure inform 
you that focieties and churches are formed and forming among us, 
and we are happy to inform you that there is fuch a union among us 
that we have put ourfelves in a way to raife a (alary to fupport a min- 
ifter when God (hall fee fit to favor us with one. And now, dear 
friends and brethren, we afc your affiftance, both by prayer and 
other means that our requeft may be granted, not only in lending a 
minifter to us, but in fending many laborers into this part of the. 
vineyard."

ExtraS of a Letter from the Truflees of the town of Litchficld IK 
Herkemer County, dated Jan. 13, 1800. 

" We return you our fincere thanks for the Miffionaries you have 
fent among us this year and the years paft, by whofe inftrumentality 
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churches have been eftabliflied, the wandering reclaimed, and many, 
\ve truft, have been induced to comply with gofpel terms. Thofe 
who contribute are likewife deferving of our higheft gratitude, to- 
gether with all thofe who exert themfelves for the good of our fouls 
and the fouls of our children. We have a church eftablilhed in 
this place, and have made exertions to obtain a paftor, but have pro- 
ved unfuccefsful. We earneftly defire that you would affift us in this 
matter, and help us to one if in your power. May the Lord blelg 
you and your feed forever, and grant that you and we may unite in 
prayer to the Almighty God, that he would fend forth laborers into 
his vineyard."

ExtraS of a letter from the Rev. Aaron Kinne, Mifjionary to the new 
fettlements tueji of Lake Champlaln, dated December 19, 1799. 

" Hitherto Mr. Dana and I have been refpedtfully and kindly 
received, and labored I hope not wholly in vain. The Miffionary 
Society of Connecticut meets with univerfal approbation, and the 
exertions of it excite univerfal gratitude. In the purfuit of our 
great defign, I truft we are and flaall be aided by the fervent fuppH- 
cations of all the friends of Zion." 
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
